All ore taken from the mines is placed in wooden boxes which hold about 15 
kilograms. From Object #7, these boxes are taken by truck to Siegmar-SchBnau, 
where t he ore is washed and put .through several sieves. The hard residue is 
ground roSer mills and ball mills. This grinding process continues 
until the ore has been reduced to a fine powder which resembles wheat flour 
in consistency. The fineness of the powder is described as from 17 to 18 de- 
grees on the ^ DIN scale, which runs from 1 to 32. The powder is then subjected 
to an electrical process which, fcy means of two electrodes, separates the active 
from the inactive portion. One ton of this powder reportedly yields from 3/4 
to 1 kilogram of highly radio-active material. This material is packed into 
small two-liter rectangular aluminum chests which are then sealed and taken by 
truck in the direction of Dresden. The ultimate destination is not known.
